London, Conn., on her ‘second voyage, 
centered largely on negotiations for 
establishing a submarine line mail 
service ‘between the United States and 
Germany. 

The postoffice department. let it be 
known that it was prepared = 9 accept 
a proposal made through the German 
embassy that the Deutschland and any 
sister ships that may ply out of Amer- 
ican ports carry not more than 300 
pounds of first-class mail at the regu- 
jar trans-Atlantic rates. Details of the 
arrangement’ will be worked out at 
eonferences between officials of the 
embassy and the department, and it is 
hoped that an agreement may be reach- 
ed in time for the Deutschland to take 
her first consignment of mail when 
she saits from New London. 

Embassy officials do not 
their interest in the plan. 
provide the first uncensored mail serv- 
ice from this side of the ocean to 
Germany since the beginning of the 
war and would have a material effect 
upon the exchange of securities be- 
tween the two countries. 

As the .Dentschland was 
by American naval officials when she 
arrived at Baltimore on her first trip, 
“mo doubt is entertained here of her 
status as an unarmed merchantman. 
The customs officers have reported that 
apparently changes have been made 
and that she carries no armament.

Among other crimes charged te this 
band was the. robbery of a train in 
West Virginia lost year and the steal- 
ing of half a million dollars in unsign- 
ed currency. Two of the Harrisons tes- 
tified against McKee during the trial. 
Both of them are under indictment for 
the West Virginia robbery.

SOLEMN PROTEST 


Against Use of Internation- 
al Affairs for Partisan Pur- 
poses — Men Who Do It 
Are Not Patriots, He Says. 


Buffalo, N. Y., November 1.—Pres!i- 
dent Wilson, in his first speech in New 
York state since the campaign opened, 
today questioned the patriotism of men 
“who, in the midst of the most critical 
relationships the details of which they 
do not know, make play with the loss 
of the lives of American citizens, even 
in order that they may create a domes- 
tic political advantage.” 

He declared that political parties 
should be used, but that partisan use 
should not be made of them. 

“Out of a heterogeneous nation we 
have got to make a unit,” said the 
president, “in which no slightest line 
of division is visible beyond our bor- 
ders. Variety of opinion among our- 
selves there may be, discussion, free 
counsel as to what we ought to do, but 
as far as every other nation is con- 
cerned, we must be absolutely a unit. 

Registers Solemn Protest. 

“I want to register my solemn pro- 
test here against the use of our for- 
eign relationships for political advan- 
tage. I cannot, I will not, regard any 
man as a pairiot who does that—men 
who, in the midst of the most critical 
relationships the details of which they 
do not know, make play with the loss 
of lives of American citizens, even in 
order that they may create a domestic 
political advantage.” 

The remainder of the president’s aft- 
ernoon speech, delivered at a lunch 
given in his honor by a non-partisan 
club, was devoted to a discussion of 
internal and foreign problems facinz 
the United States.) He declared he was 
glad the campaign was nearly over, be- 
cause ‘‘within a week we can begin to 
talk sense again.’ He added that “noth- 
ing so disturbs the discussion of pub- 
lic questions as a partisan approach to 
them.” 

In addition to his afternoon speech 
the president delivered an address to- 
night under non-partisan auspices and 
made two automobile tours of Buffalo 
after shaking hands with station 
crowds at fifteen cities and towns in 
New York state on the way here. He 
was accompanied by Mrs. Wilson, Miss 
Margaret.Wilson Miss Helen Woodro 
Bones, Secretary Tumulty and Dr. Cary 
T. Grayson, the white house physician. 
He left tonight for New York, where 
he speaks tomorrow at a lunch given 
by business men, at a meeting tomor- 
row night at Madison Square Garden 
and later at a meeting at Cooper Union. 

Wilson Remembers McKinley. 

During the late afternoon ride Pres- 
ident Wilson*lait’a “wreath on the mon- 
ument of former President McKin!ey. 
A. political demonstration was staged 
tonight during tHe president's ride from 
his hotel to the hall. In an atitomobile 
he proceeded along Streets lighted by 
flaring red lights. A bahd Played mar- 
tial music. The sidewalks were lined 
with people. The hall was packed. As 
the president entered tle people stood, 
waved Americar flags and cheered. 

“I want to discuss some of the per- 
manent interests of the nation,” began 
the president. “While we talk of the 
things of today, we must think of the 
things of tomorrow and the day after 
tomorrow. 

“One thing that worries thoughtful 
citizens is the tendency towards class 
feeling. It is not characteristic of this 
nation that the people should divide 
themselves into classes.

Actual physical transfer of the Amer- 
ican bank’s business from its old loca- 
tion, at the corner of Seutt Broad and 
Alabama streets, to the Atlanta Nation- 
al Bank buildiog, w.ll be effected to- 
day, and thenceforth all ®@hecks on the 
American will be honored by the At- 
lanta National bank. In fact, all pend- 
ing or current business relations be- 
tween either institution and the pub- 
lic will not be interfered with in the 
least by the merger, only that con- 
nected with the American bank will 
simply be taken care of under the name 
of the Atlanta National park.

ERMAN VERSION 


OF MARINA AFFAR 
WAITED BY WILSON 


No Action Will Be Taken 
by the United States Until 


Has Been Secured. 


CONFLICTING ELEMENTS 
APPEAR IN THE CASE 


Incident May Fall Into 

Technical Discussion Rath- 
er Than Clean-Cut Issue 
of Whether Germany Has 
Violated Pledges. 


Washington, November 1.—So many 
conflicting elements have appeared in 
the destruction of the British ship 
Marina by a German submarine, with 
loss of American lives, that the inct- 
dent threatens to fall into a technical 


discussion rather than a clean-cut issue 
of whether Germany has violated her 
pledges to the United States. 

It became apparent today that much 
which is @ssential to a determination 
of the responsibility remains undlis- 
closed, if, indeed, the United States, 
Germany or Great Britain are in pos- 
Session of the full facts. 

It appeared certain, however, that no 
move will be made by the United 
States until the German version of the 
affair, as well as of the destruction of 
the British ship Rowanmore by shell- 
fire, with endangering of Americans, 
has been secured. 

American Policy Not Changed. 

The only positive developments to- 
day were the action of Count von 
Bernstorff, the German ambassador, in 
asking his government to forward all 
details by wireless, and the issuance of 
a Statement by Secretary Lansing that 
the investigation would be in no wise 
delayed because there is a political 
campaign in progress. This was Mr. 
Lansing’s statement: 

“The fact that a political campaign 
is in progress will in no wey affect the 
practice of the lepartment in negotiat- 
ing and in making full investigation of 
cases of this sort. .We shall do !t as we 
always have with as much-celerity as 
possible. . 

“I wish also to make another state- 
ment on a matter. which has been 
brought to my attention. The ques- 
tion has been raised as to whether the 
policy of the president or the depart- 
ment in regard to submarine warfare 
since, the Sussex was sunk has been 
changed. I wish to say emphatically 
that there hus been no change in any 
particular.” 

Marina Carried a Guna. 

While they await full details, two 
outstanding facts attracteuw the atten- 
tion of officiais.° One was the an- 
nouncement that the Marina was arm- 
ed with a 4.7-inch gun mounted 
astern, the other was a news dispatch 
from London the language c{ which was 
regarded as significant. It said: 

“It is regarded here as quite prob- 
able that the american state depart- 


with the object of definitely determin- 
ing the status of the Marina. While it 
is said that sne .vas under private char- 
ter when she was torpedoed, it appears 
that the vessel may have engaged in 
admiralty work not long before.” 

This was generally construed as re- 
flecting some indications of doubt in 
London over whether the ship was en- 
titled to the immunities of a peaceful 
merchantman. 

The United States, however, never 
has altered its policy of regarding mer- 
chant ships, temporarily in admiralty 
service as merchant ships, still unless 
they have been actually taken over by 
a belligerent navy and manned with a 
naval crew. 

The question of the Marina’s arma- 
ment, however, is regarded as likely 
to become the voint on which the case 
will revolve anless other circumstances 
arise to clearly define.the issue-in an- 
other direction. 

It brings the submarine question 
back to a point where Germany and 
the United States have held to direct- 
ly opposite views. Germary has stead- 
fastly contended that in view of the 
novel conditions surrounding subma- 
rine warfare. and in view of the Brit- 
ish admiralty’s alleged instructions to 
merchant captains to destroy enemy 
submersibles, any armed ship was lia- 
ble to destruction on sight and without 
warning. 

Position of United States. 

The position of the United States 
was clearly defined in the formal mem- 
erandum of March 25, 1916. Some of 


the significant sentences frem the 


declaration follv'w: 

“It is necessary for a belligerent war- 
ship to determire the status of an arm- 
ed merchant vessel encountered on the 
high seas. 

“The determination of war-like char- 
acter much rest in no case upcn pre- 
sumption, but upon cynclusive evidence 
because the esponsibility . cannot 
be. avoided or lessened by a standard 
of evidence. which a belligerent may an- 
nounce as creating a presumpticn of a 
hostile character, The belligerent 
should in the avsence of conclusive ey- 
idence that an armed merchantman is 
of a peaceful character. 

“a presumption based solely on the 
presence of armament is not 
a sufficient reason for a belligerent to 
declare it to be a warship and proceed 
to attack it, without regard to the 
rights of persons on board. Conclusive 
evidence of a purpose to use the arma- 
ment for aggression is essential. . 

“a belligerent warship can, on the 
high seas, test by actual experience 
the purpose of an armament on an

Mr. Hughes made five speeches to- 
day in which he outlined policies he 
intends to follow if elected, assailed 
the administration for the enactment 
of the Underwood tariff and Adamson 
law and expressed the belief that he 
would win. He spoke tonight before 
an audience in the Wigwam here after 
reviewing a torchlight parade, Just be- 
fore his departure the nominee issued 
the following statement: 

“I am leaving Indiana after what 
is perhaps the most wonderful recep- 
tion ever given a candidate for the 
presidency. : 

“This splendid tribute was’ not’ te 
me personally, but as the representa- 


qtiye of the great united republican 


party moving forward to victory and 
service for the nation. The men of Im 
diana have organized a people’s vic- 
tory and I want to thank the leaders 
of the reunited republican party for 
their effective work.” 

Mr. Hughes on his final day in the 
middle “west devoted much of his 
speeches to the tariff. He addressed 
two audiences at Linton and Brazil, 
composed largely of employees of the 
coal mining companies.

A moment later the lookout saw the 
submarine’s helm put hard aport, 
bringing the attacking craft directly 
astern, Early in the chase two shells 
struck the bridge. The pursuit con- 
tinued until 9:30 o’clock, five or six 
shells in the meantime striking the 
steamer. The captain of the Rowan- 
more stopped his engines and hoisted 
signals that he intended to abandon 
the ship, but the submarine continued 
to shell her as the boats were being 
lowered, and when they were in the 
water the occupants were drenched by 
spray from falling shells. 

“The submarine then headed for the 
lifeboats, while one of its officers 
shouted, ‘Get out of our way or we'll 
run you down,’ but swerved when near 
the boats, passed them and then turn- 
ed back, the commander calling out, 
‘I am sorry for you, but you are very 
foolish. -You will probably all drown.’ 

“The captain of the Rowanmore was 
ordered on board the submarine, but 
declined to obey, although the com- 
mand was thrice given, until a revol- 
ver was pointed at his head. After 
the captain had been taken on board 
the submarine fired a torpedo at the 
Rowanmore, which sank. _The sub- 
marine then submerged ana was not 
seen again. About three hours later 
the crew was picked up.”

In the Predeal pass sec- 
tor the Germans have penetrated Ru- 
manian positions and captured ten can- 
non and seventeen machine guns and 
also have made further progress south- 
east of the Rothenthurm pass. 

Reports of the Rumanian success are 
unofficial, based on a Bucharest dis- 
patch received in Rome. It declares 
the Austro-German forces have retired 
from Campulung in northern Rumania, 
pursued over the frontier by Rumanian 
troops which wiped out four hostile 
battalions. 


BRITISH AND SERBS

‘TEUTONS DRIVEN | 
NEAR CAMPULUNG 
BY THE RUMANIANS 


London, November 1.—The dAustro- 
German forces have retired from the 
region of Campulung in northern Ru- 
mania, pursued by the Rumanians, who 
have passed over the frontier in the 
movement, according to a dispatch 
from Bucharest, says a wireless mes- 
sage from Rome today. 

Four hostile battalions were an- 
nihilated by the Rumanians, accord- 
ing to this report. 

A wireless message from Bucharest 
this afternoon declares that the ad- 
vance of the Au’stro-German forces on 
the southern Transylvania front has 
been arrested, while in the Carpa- 
thians along the Meldavian frontier the 
situation is excellent and the convic- 
tion is firm that the Teutonic forces 
will not get through. 

The Teutonic losses in the Carpa- 
thian fighting are said to have been 
enormous, while the ground they have 
gained has been negligible, and 
eight days they have lost 3,000 men 
in prisoners, eight heavy guns, ‘six 
field guns, forty machine guns and 
large quantities of material.

PRISONERS TAKEN 
BY RUMANIANS. 


Bucharest, November 1.—(Via lLon- 
don.)-—The Rumanians have driven 
back further the Austro-German forces 
in Jiul region of the Transylvanian 
front, and are continuing the pursuit, 
the war office announced today. They 
have captured more than 600 men and 
a great quantity of war materials. 

The official statement follows: 

“Northern and Northwestern Fronts: 
From Tulghes to Table Butzi there is 
nothing new to report. 

“At Bratocea and Predelus 
have been minor actions. 

“In the Prahovo valley, at Unghia- 
Mare, we repulsed an enemy attack. On 
the left wing fighting is in progress. 

“At Dragoslavele (northeast of Cam- 
pulung) we made progress on the left 
wing and captured thirty-six prison- 
ers. 

“East of the river violent fighting is 
proceeding. At the Jiul the pursuit of 
the enemy continues. We have taken 
six officers and 606 soldiers prisoner 
and captured a great quantity of ma- 
terial.

In the region of the Cerna the 
Serbians repulsed several German-Bul- 
garian counter attacks.”

‘FROM VILLAGES. 


Saloniki, Navember 1.—(Via London.) 
The capture by the British forces on 
the Struma section of the Macedonian 
front the village of Barakli-Azuma is 
announced in the official statement is- 
sued today regarding British military 
operations on this front. Two other 
Villages, Prosenik and Kumli, also 
were occupied by the British who, in 
two operations, took 314 prisoners. 

The statement says: 

“On the Struma front

MARK THE STREETS. 

Atlanta, it has been repeatedly pointed 
out by visitorg, is sadly behind other Amer- 
ican cities of her class in the matter of 
street signs. 

To the average Atiantan, who knows the 
city as he knows his own garden plot, this 
may appear as a trivial shortcoming, if, in- 
deed, a shortcoming at all; but it is far from 
being that. It is an important matter—all 
the more so because go easily corrected. 

Every street intersection in the city 
should be marked with signs giving the 
name of each of the two intersecting streets, 
or, where three or more converge, giving 
the names of all of them, so that a stranger 


in the city, or an Atlantan unfamiliar with 
the municipal geography, can tell just 
“where he ig at” by walking never more than 
half a block length. And these signs should 
be systematically posted—on the same rela- 
tive corner of every block—so as to require 
no search on the part of the wayfarer to 
find them. : 

True, certain parts of the city are now 
fairly well supplied with street signs; but a 
very great portion of it is not. Once this 
condition was better than it is now, because 
many a sign has been lost, destroyed by 
storm, rendered illegible by the elements or 
torn down by contractors, never to be re- 
stored or replaced. 

To such an extent is this true that the 
stranger easily becomes bewildered in seek- 
ing an address in certain sections of the city 
—this fact accentuated by: the miserable 
“syStem” of street numbering—and through 
it many a visitor has left the city declaring 
that “Atlanta is the hardest city of its size 
in the United States in which to find one’s 
“way about.” 

Good, imperishable, serviceable metal 
street signs can be bought in quantity and 
set up at small cost in proportion with their 
practical value. 

"Why not include a complete. uniform 
street designation system in our next munic- 
ipal budget? It would be money well spent.

NO STATUTE COVERS 
FRAUDULENT VOTING 
IN STATE’ PRIMARIES 


That there is no statute in this state to 
cover fraudulent voting in primary elections 
was the substance of two decisions handed 
down by the court of appeals yesterday in 
the cases of F. lL. George and J. W. Marks, 
appealed from the city court of Savannah. 
Both defendants had been convicted for 
fraudulently impersonating a_i registered 
voter and voting under other names than 
their own in a special primary held in Chat- 
ham county on February 29, 1916, to fill the 
collector. 

‘The court declares that penal statutes 
must be strictly construed and that, there- 
fore, the sub-section of section 660 of tha 
‘penal code providing that ‘twhoever shall de- 
posit or aid or abet another to deposit a bal- 
lot at any election in any name other than 
his own as appears on the list of registerea 
voters prescribed by law” shall be guilty of 
a misdemeanor, does not apply to primary 
elections. : 

L. F. George was convicted of an attempt- 
ed election fraud, it being charged that he 
sought to vote under the name of Thomas 
M. Cowart. He was fined $25 or six months. 
He made a motion to arrest judgment, his 
motion was overruled and he appealed, 

J. W. Marks was charged with the same 
offense, it being alleged that he sought to 
vote under the name of George W. Crosby. 


He demurred to the accusation and moved. 


that the indictment against him be quashed. 
His demurrer and motion were overruled and 
he appealed. 


INCREASE IN THE VALUE | 
OF CUBAN LANDS SHOWN 
IN RECEIVER’S REPORT 


To feel that one has been “bilked” to 
the tune of a nice sum, give up hope of ever 
realizing on the investment, place the mat- 
ter in the hands of the courts and then to 
find that after all it was merely a bad dream 
—this is the present experience of several 
Atlantans who believe in investments in for- 
eign soil. 

The story concerns the Aurora Colony 
company, organized here several years ago 
for the purpose of establishing on the fer- 
tile soil of Canaguey, Cuba, numerous and 
sundry groves for the production of citrus 
fruits. 

It looked fine and only success seemed 
to await the investors in stocKs and the buy- 
ers of the lots cut up in subdividing the 1,000 
acreg of land—but— 

Several months ago Mrs. E. A. Salis- 
bury, W. W. Harris and L. J. Cassels, the 
first two of Atlanta, and the last of Kirk- 
wood, together with other purchasers of 
orange grove interests, filed a petition for 
a receiver in superior court, Fulton county, 
The petition alleges fraud and misrepre- 
sentation on the part of those who sold the 
land. 

It looked bad. Those who had purchased 
batches of the property in far-off Cuba gave 
up hope. Then, the court appointed Attorney 
R. W. Crenshaw receiver, and Mr. Crenshaw 
went to Canaguey to investigate. Last week 
he returned and, for the benefit of the pure 
chasers of the “orange groves,” he smiled. 

The orange groves are missing, but dur- 
ing the time that has elapsed since the pur- 
chase of the 1,000 acres and the present time 
the property has increased in value until now 
it appears that the $12,000 indebtedness will 
be cared for and a neat balance left. Mr. 
Crenshaw,has prepared a report of his offers 
and his investigations and will present it 
to Judge Bell Friday for court direction. 

According to Mr. Crenshaw, George E. 
Argard, president of the Aurora colony, who 
is at present in Atlanta, is not responsible 
for the alleged misrepresentations, even 
though the principal officer of the colony. 
“Mr. Argard states,” said the attorney, “that 
the resident manager absconded. There is 
to be no criminal action taken; merely civil} 
procedure to straighten up the property and 
the interests of the purchasers.”’ 

“However,” stated the receiver, “I doubt 
if there will be anything coming to the 
subscribers for the stock. The money which 
is realized will be paid to the purchasers.” 

Judge Bell will direct the actions of the 
receiver next Friday. Offers of from $14,000 
to $20,000 have been made for the property. 


MRS. FELTON GIVES PRINCIPLES. 
OF PROTECTION AND FREE TRADE, 


“I have been trying all my life to get 
from some mere“man a ciear explanation of 
the principles of protection and free trade; 


*but, after all, it took a woman to do it,” 


said one woman in Mrs. W. H. Felton’s au- 
dience yesterday when Mrs. Felton spoke on 


the recently organized local branch of the 
Economic and Political Science association, 
meeting at the Hotel Ansley. 


And that is one of the strongest factors 
in the influence of this remarkable woman; 
she Knows what she knows; her thinking is 
clear, definite; her language is direct, her 
manner convincing, her methods simple; and 
so, when she closes what she has to say, 
there is something the matter with her hear- 
ers if they have failed to get her import. 

That she is 82 years old, she mentioned 
casually in the beginning, and for sixty-five 
years of that time she has heard men argue 
for and against free trade. She excused the 
occasional reference she must make to her 
notes on the plea of labor and other difficul- 
ties in her farming, which have required her 
frequent presence at the scene of the trouble 
and left little leisure for the preparation of 
a set address. 

But there was no evidence of age or lack 
of preparedness in the steady flow of her 
thought and expressfon, the vividness of her 
similes, the directness of her conclusions. 

Her own town of Cartersville, which she 
used as a type, and the visit of a circus there, 
with the arguments of the circus agent on 
the one hand—the money it would bring into 
the town in the purchase of supplies, and

| the desire of the inhabitants to see it: and 


the paternalism of the city fathers on the 
‘other hand, in charging the circus a tax for 
the use of the streets and grounds, which 
belong to and are for the use of “our folks,” 
made a homely and a simple simile which 
the speaker and her audience found useful 
throughougMrs, Felton’s exposition of the 
tariff and its ramifications. 

An ardent advocate of protection, she de- 
scribed eloquently her reasons for believing 
that in the most critical period of our polit- 
ical history which we will yet have to face 
with the close of the war in Europe and the 
settling of the Mexican situation, the influx 
of foreign labor, and the restoration to nor- 
mal or subnormal, of prices and wages now 
inflated, a high tariff will be essential for 
the protection of “home folks,” and from the 
Scriptures she quoted, “He who provides not 
for his household is worse than an infidel.” 

A few references denoted her well- 
known familiarity with public thought and 
affairs of sixty years ago, and equally is 
she abreast with the trend of present thought 
and tendencies. 

Her explanation of her theme was earnest, 
but lighted by flashes or humor; her sly 
smile softening, too, an occasional bit of 
sarcasm, well taken. Deep thinker and 
philosopher, she has a platform presence of 
gentleness and ease, and her voice, no matter 
how positive the opinion it spoke, carrying 
without apparent éffoxt throughout the large 
room, was pleasing always.

WILL NOT BE ABLE 
TO BID BY DEC. 5, 
DECLARES HILLYER 


William Hurd Hillyer, spokesman for the 
syndicate which:has made a proposal to ex- 
tend the Western and Atlantic railroad t» 
the sea, stated yesterday that he did not be- 
lieve it possible for the people he represent- 
ed to make a bid for the extension of the 
road by so early a date as December 5, the 
time limit set by the railroad commission, 

Mr. Hillyer said that his syndicate had 
been approached by other interests who are 
working toward the consolidation of lines 
extending north of Chattanooga and into 
Chicago, but denied reports to the effect that 
there was any financial connection between 
the capitalists he is acting for and them. 

“Such reports are erroneous and unau-

It is one thing “to keep liquer on hand 
for the purpose of sale, or to offer it for 
sale,” and quite another thing “to keep 
liquor for the Purpose of offering it for 
sale,” 80 decided the court of appeals in a 
decision, written by Judge Byoyles, which 
was handed down yesterday. ¢ The decision 
reverses Judge Clayton Jones, of the city 
court of Albany, and upholds the Albanv 
ordinance, making it unlawful “to keep for 
the purpose of offering it for sale.” C. H. 
Golden was convicted in the Albany re- 
corder’s court and applied for a writ of ha- 
beas corpus against the chief of police, Cc. B. 
Ellis, which was granted. Judge Broyles 
holds that the city ordinance is not covered 
by the new comprehensive prohibition law 
which went into effect on May 1, and there- 
fore & city can penalize the “keeping of 
liquor for the Purpose of offering it for 
sale.”

The Deutschland did not lie on the 
ocean floor this time as in the voy- 
age which ended at Baltimore last July. 
The submarine instead varied the mo- 
notony of its sailing under water or on 
the surface with occasional dodges be- 
neath vessels identified as warships of 
belligerent nationality, or thought to 
be. Seven times, Captain Koenig said, 
he maneuvered in this way. The last 
time was off Nantucket yesterday, when 
he sighted a ‘“‘four-funneled steamer” 
and dived beneath her, 

Storms Worse Than Blockade. 

“The storms gave us more trouble 
than this so-called blockade,” he con- 
tinued. ‘‘We were besex by heavy south- 
west gales for days and they were 
with us most of the way across... For 


alfo hindered us. We might as well 
have been submerged the weather was 


so thick at times.” 

The superstructure of the Deutsch- 
land was dented by the blows of the 
seas, but she suffered no severe dam- 
age, her commander said. 

Leaving Bremen on October 1, the 
Deutschland had moved only a short 
distance out of the harbor when she 
came in collision with a tug which “was 
so foolish as to run into us,” said Cap- 
tain Koenig. The Deutschland was 
forced to return for repairs. The ven-+ 
ture was begun again on October 10 
and the engines, after being started on 
that day, were not stopped until the 
Deutschland came into the slip pre- 
pared tor her here. 

“A heavy southwest gale was on 
when we went through the North sea, 
crossing between Scotland and the Ork- 
ney islands,” “the fair channel, I 
took the’ shortest course on the chart 
for New London. 

“The blockading ships were man,, 
but we passed them, or rather went 
under them. The storm followed us 
and we were tossed many hours. so 
severe was the storm that at times 
the submarine made only a mile an 
hour headway. In all she was delayed 
three days, and fuel was consumed at 
a rate far in excess of normal, The 
Deutschland was still supplied for near- 
ly thirty days when she came in.” 

During the trip of 4,500 miles, 
Deutschland traveled 
than 10¢ miles, Captain Koenig gaid. 

You can 
judge how much it blocks,” the skipper 
exclaimed.

Says Johnson 


Chicago, November 1.—Fresident B. 
B. Johnson, of the American league, in 
a statement tonight admitted that there 
“probably will he a change in the com- 
plexion of the National Baseball com- 
mission.” 
The statement was issued after two 
afternoon newsvapers had quoted Mr. 
Johnson as saying that August Herr- 
mann, chairman of the commission, 
would be deposed. Immediate denial 
of the statemert was made, President 
Johnson, however, said that certain 
club owners of the American league 
are opposed to “too” much National 
league in the composition of the Na- 
tional Commission.”’ . 
‘Mr. Herrmann is president of the 
Cincinnati club of the National 
league, and has been chairman of the 
national commission since the forma- 
tion of the body under the agreement 
of the National and Amer.can leagues 
He was in conference with President 
Johnson here last week regarding 
questions involving the commission. 

P The Members. 
The commission is made up of John- 
son, Herrmann and John K.. Tener, 
president of the National league. 
“There is a strong undercurrent run- 
ning for a change in the complexion 
of the commission.” President Johnson 
said. “Certain club owners of the 
American league seem to feel that there 
is too much National league in its com- 
position. Personally. I have much to 
commend and i'ttle to criticise in the 
work of Mr. Herrmann in the long pe- 
riod of years that he has been chair- 
man of that body. 
“Probably there will be a change, but 
that is a matter that only can be de- 
termined in future discussions between 
the two organizations.” 


New Yark, November 1.—President 


(John K. Tener, of the National league. 
was out of the city today and no one 
in authority at headquarters here would 
express an opinion regarding the prob- 
able meaning of Ban Johnson’s re- 
marks regarding the formation of the 
national commission. From other base- 
ball sources, however, it was learned 
that the dissatisfaction of the Ameri- 
can league executives over the pre- 
ponderance of National league repre- 
sentatives upon the national commis- 
sion was nothing new, but that John- 
son had not up to the present time 
shown any indication of adopting rad- 
ical measures to change in the balance 
of power. 


Several Plans. 


It was stated that a year ago John- 
son announced that he would not vote 
for the re-election of Garry Herrmann 
as chairman of the commission and that 
the annual meeting was postponed 
from time to time. but when the com- 
mission finally cunferred Herrmann was 
comtinued for arother term. | 

The chairman of the national com- 
mission is elected annually by the 
votes of the two major league presi- 
dents, which means that both Johnson 
and Tener must agree upen the ‘third 
member since a difference of opinion 
would result in a deadlock. 

Several plans have been suggested 
for changing the national commission. 
One called for a tribunal of three prom- 
inent men in no way connected with 
baseball. Another would retain the 
present major league pres'dents and a 
third neutral member; while still a 
third scheme called for five members, 
two to represent the big leagues, two 
more the minor leagues and the Play- 
ers’ Fraternity, respectively, while the 
Afth member would be independent of 


baseball connections. —

WORLD'S CHAMPS 
~ SOLD BY LANNIN 


Harry H. Frazee, of New 
York, and Hugh Ward, of 
Philadelphia, Buy the Bos- 
ton Americans. 


Boston, November 1.—The world 
champion Boston American baseball 
team was sold tonight to Harry H. Fra- 
zee, of New York, and Hugh Ward, of 
Philadelphia. Joseph J. Lannin, of this 
city, former owner of the ciub, who an- 
nounced the sale at a dinner given to 
the new owners and newspaper men, 
said the papers had been signed less 
than half an hcur before. The price 
was not stated. 

Mr. Frazee and Mr. Ward are both 
identified with theatrical business, the 


former being prinéipal owner of the 
Cort theater, of “hicago, and the Long- 
acre theater, of New York. The new 
owners gave few details as to definite 
plans for the club, but said: 

“When we we:t into the thing we did 
not buy a cheap team. . We _ bought 
champions. We were interested in the 
club only because they were champions 
and would not have considered them 
otherwise.” 

Mr. Frazee will take direct charge of 
the team’s affairs, it was said. The Red 
Sox are at present without a manager, 
William Carrigan, who has guided the 
team for the last three years, having 
announced his retirement at the conclu- 
sion of the world’s series games last 
month. Mr. Frazee said he wou!d hold 
the position of manager open for Car- 
rigan and hoped he would consent to 
lead the team another year The execu- 
tive staff of the club will be retain- 
ed intact. 

Negotiations for the transfer have 
been pending for a ‘week, it is said, 
but the papers were not signed until 
tonight. The sale included the fran- 
chise, players’ contracts and the real 
estate, at Fenway park. 

Mr. Lannin has owned the team three 
years and durirg that time the Red Sox 
have won two world series. He ac- 
quired possession in 1914 when the club 
finished second in the American league 
race. In 1915 the cluv finished first 
and defeated the Philadelphia National 
league team in the world series. This 
year the team again finished first and 
defeated the Brooklyn club in the world 
series. 

After announcing the sale, Mr. Lan- 
nin said he intended to enter the hotel 
business in this citv. where he already 
has large real estate holdings. He 
also is owner of a hotel in Garden City, 
L. I., and has a controlling interest in 


the Buffalo team of the International} 


leacue. . 

Mr. Frazee’s acquisition of a part 
ownership in the Red Sox club prob- 
ably makes him the youngest baseball 
magnate in the country. He was born 
in Peoria, Ill., June 29, 1880, and man- 
aged a baseball team in that city when 
91 years of age. Neither he nor Mr. 
Ward has been connected with major 
league baseball before.

RETIRE UNDEFEATED? 


If Jess Willard lives up to his dec- 
laration that he will retire within a 
year, it is hizhly probable that he will 
join the ranks of undefeated cham- 
pions. In the heavyweight division 
these have been very few. and it has 
been many a long year since an occu- 
pant of the premier pugilistic throne 


got off without being knocked off. Jeff 
did it, all right, but he was seized with 
an ambition to climb back into the 
old chair, and the subsequent proceéd- 
ings robbed him of the «ight to lay 
Claim to the “undefeated championship” 
stuff. 

Admitting that Jess is as good as his 
word, and quits the biff game for keeps 
at the end of 1917, it is difficult to see 
where he is in any danger of losing 
his honors. The hero of Ilavana is a 
good, clever, hard-hitting boxer and a 
Siant in size. There are other gsaod, 
clever, hard-hiting boxers and there 
are other giants, but they are not com- 
bined in the same skin. 

Gazing back over the history of the 
heavyweight division, one finds that 
Jack Broughton, the first real cham- 
pion to have worthy rivals for the 
honor, kept on fighting until he was 
put to sleep by Jack Slack. The lat- 
ter held on for ten years and then was 
whipped by Bill Stevens. The Nailer 
and his unworthy successors of the dark 
ages of pugilism were all whipped. Tom 
Johnson, the next great English champ, 
lost his laurels to Ben Brain. The lat- 
ter held the title unchallenged for three 
years, when death claimed him. Dan- 
iel Mendoza, the first Jewish champion, 
lost to John Jackson, who retired from 
the ring and never defended his title. 
Jem Belcher, who became champion 
when a mere bey, retired undefeated 
when he lost the sight of one eye, but 
later sought to come back, and was 
whipped. Hen Pearce, the Game Chick- 
en, was forced to retire by illness, and 
soon died. john Gully, after winning 
the title, refused to defend it and quit. 
the game. Tom Cribb was the first man 
to retire with his horors full upon him. 
Tom Spring, his suceessor, also retired 
undefeated, and so did the next cham- 
pion, Jem Ward. Deaf Burke was whip- 
ped by Bendigo. Old Bendy was whip- 
ped by Caunt, but recovered the title, 
and then quit while the quitting was 
good. Rill Perry, the Tipton Slasher, 
lost to Harry Broome, who? was whip- 
ped by Tom Paddock Tom Sayers was 
the next champion, ana retired unde- 
feated, although he had a close call in 
he world’s championship battle with 
John C. Heenan, the American Sam 
Hurst was the next thampion, and lost 
to Tem Mace, who whipped the best men 
in England and America, before advanc- 
ing years forced him to retire. 

Of the early American champions, 
both Tom Hver and John Morrissey 
retired undefeated. Hoenan also quit 
the game without having been licked. 
Jim Dunne retired after his first big 
bout, in which he won the champion- 
ship, refusing to defend it. Mike Mc- 
Coole lost the title to Tom Allen, who 
was in turn whinned by Joe Goss. Pad- 
dv Ryan then defeated Goss. and Wags in 
turn knocked out by John IL. Sullivan. 
Since then every champion of the heavy 
weight division has kept on fighting 
until overtaken by defeat.

It is national insurance against 
war, which volves tremenduous suf- 
fering and death. »That it is cheaper 
than pensions is ‘shown by the fact 
that this country has spent $4,940,304,- 
143.05 in pensions.

always waited for. We have fought 
for humanity. God forpid that we 
should ever fight for self-satisfaction 
or for aggression.” 

The president opposed sectionalism 
and said the destinies of peace and war 
should not be used for partisan ad- 


vantage. ‘ 
He left at 10:30 o’clock for New York. 
The President's Speech. 

In his afternoon speech here, Presi- 
dent Wilson paid in part: 

“It is exceedingly important that 
this country should discuss its affairs 
with as little partisanship of feeling 
as possible, because its affairs were 
never so critically set about, if I may 
so express it, as they are at this mo- 
ment. There was never a time when 
the determination of our domestic ques- 
tions bore a more direct relaxion to 
the determination of our relations to 
other countries. There never was a 
time when the discussion of our ow; 
@ffairs needed to be more honestly, 
more thoroughly, more calmly ccnduct- 
ed thar now. There is excitement 
enough in the world. There is unre- 
strained impulse enough, there is cov- 
etousness of power enough. America 
has, so to say,- given promise to the 
world that she will look at things with- 
out the passion that has determined the 
affairs of other nations. I want you 
to let me, if you will, give you in a 
few sentences my idea of the kind of 
questions we have got to settle in the 
country. 

“I want you to notice that the field 
of paitical action is widening about 
us in a way that fairly daunts the 
judgment of thoughtful men. We used 
to think that we saw the freld of legis- 
lation tolerably well defined, and our 
text writers were able to define that 
field with some degree of confidence. 
But you perceive, I take it for granted, 
that that field has not only greatly 
widened, but indefinitely widened. 
There are a great many profound and 
radical quesXions. There are questions 
of justice; there are questions even 
of moral health. 


Courts Not Always Just. 


“One of the things that America is 
beginning to perceive is that a court 
of law, tor example, is not necessarily 
a court of justice. I say this with ail 
formal respect for a profession which 
I long ago left, the profession of the 
law. What I mean is this: Law too 
seldom has any heart in it, too seldom 
has any bowels of compassion, too sel- 
dom*has any quick sympathies of per- 
ception, 

‘ “Let me make an allusion which may 
seem like a political allusion, but it is 
not so intended.
